0 ae’ comparison of egg production records from devsonstration farm 
flocizss with the records of -flocks on which production data are supplied by crop 
reporters to the division of crop.and:livestock estimates of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics shows that demonstration flocks produced almost 2 dozen’ 
more eggs per bird per year. One-half of this increase was produced in the 
first four months of the poultry year (November to February inclusive) when-. 
egg prices are highest. This increase can. be attributed to the. improved practices 
in breeding, feeding, and housing poultry as recommended by the extonsion service, 
Data froi the farm census show that the crop reporters! flocks are better than 
the average farm flocks, so these production figures would become tore signifi- | 
cant when compared with the average farm-flock of the State.
